One of the largest retail ac­ 
tivities in the United States is 
the used car market. It is also 
one of the most competitive of 
businesses. 
In used car selling, the news­ 
paper is practically the only 
advertising medium used. Of 
course some dealers experi­ 
ment with other media, 
but 
most used car dealers have 
learned that the local news­ 
paper must do the bulk of their 
selling. 
Three principal reasons have 
been given by used car dealers 
for their reliance on newspa­ 
per advertising: 
“The newspaper is the basic 
shopping place for the used 
car prospect. He studies 
the 
market for cars in the news­ 
papers for weeks before he 
ever visits a dealer. 
“Secondly, the 
newspaper 


provides the prospect with as­ 
surance that the advertising is 
reliable. He feels that he can 
depend upon a promise that is 
made in black and white in 
the family newspaper. 
“Third, the newspaper 
is 
a great selector and elimina­ 
tor. It pre-sells real prospects 
and 
eliminates 
from 
people 
who could not possibly be in­ 
terested in the offerings of a 
particular dealer.” 
Because of 
the competitive 
situation the 
value 
of 
the 
newspaper as a medium for 
selling used cars is much more 
readily 
recognized 
in 
large 
cities than in smaller trad* 
centers. The Targe city dealer 
knows when his business goes 
elsewhere—and why. 
Unfortunately, the dealer in 
the smaller city often does not 
realize that a large percentage 


of his potential business goes 
to metropolitan centers be­ 
cause he has failed to use his 
own 
local 
newspaper. 
He 
leaves an information vacuum 
which the local prospect often 
fills by studying metropolitan 
newspapers, and by travelling 
to metropolitan to 
buy 
his 
used car.
